Dear Dr. Smith, 


Thank you for your interest in the records of Trinity Parish. In regard to your queries 
about Rebecca Southard, Henry Louis Southard and Virginia Southard Hoffman, I have 
discovered the following: 


1) Our records show that Rebecca Southard of Virginia, died January 1, 1863 of 
meningitis and was buried in a private vault in the Trinity Church Cemetery in northern 
Manhattan. I have been unable to find the vault number. 


2) We have no record of the burial of Henry Lewis Southard. The Church of the 
Intercession did not become a chapel affiliated with Trinity Church until 1907, and we 
therefore do not have records concerning the Church during the period in which you are 
interested. The records for the Church of the Intercession for the period 1847-1875 are 
located at located at: The Church of the Intercession, 550 W. 155" Street, New York, NY 
10032.

3) Our records show that Virginia E. Hoffman, widow of Ogden Hoffman, died February 
1, 1886 in Brunswick, Georgia. She was aged 69 years, 10 months and the cause of death 
was listed as gastro intestinal catarrh. She was originally buried, after a funeral in Trinity 
Church, on February 6", 1886 in the Laight Vault in the north part of Trinity Churchyard 
behind All Saints Chapel (section N7). She was disinterred on April 28" of that year and 
removed to Lot 603 of the Western Division of Trinity Cemetery in northern Manhattan, 
a plot that she had purchased on June 1, 1863.

Dear Ms. Sartain, 


Thank you so much for your response (2/27/06) to my request to do 
research on the family of the Honorable Samuel L. Southard. It was 
really appreciated. One question: you mention that Virginia (Southard) 
Hoffman was reinterred on April 28, 1886 in Lot 603, Western Division, 
Trinity Cemetery, which she had purchased on June 1, 1863. I visited the 
cemetery in November 2005 and made note of the fact that it is quite 
large. Is it possible that this lot and the private vault that her 

mother, Rebecca Southard, was buried in on January 3, 1863 are one and 
the same? 


Two possible explanations for the date discrepancy are Virginia 
actually purchased lot 603 on January 1, 1863, the same day her mother 
died or, like Virginia, Rebecca was interred in a temporary vault, then 
removed to the one Virginia bought (if it is a vault) six months later.

Thave just arrived frem aterrific battle on Stone's

Geveral Rosecrans marched from Nashville laat Friday

At dark they had a heavy force on our right, leading to 
the belief that they intended to pursue.
